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TOKYO, Jan. 27 (AP)—Gun-toting South Korean sail- 


ors drove ashore at Inchon in the cold gray dawn today 
and raided the port of Seoul for four hours. 


To the east, Allied tanks and troops drove through 


ankle-deep snow within less than 13 airline miles of the 
old South Korean capital. 


The tank column leading off two Allied corps of Ameri- 


can, Turkish, British and South Korean foot soldiers thrust 
four and a half miles north of Suwon, site of Korea's best 
airfield. 


At its northernmost point of advance, the column was only 14 


road miles—less by air—from Seoul. 


The South Korean commandos killed 40 Red Koreans at Inchon 


and captured two. They met no Chinese. 


The raiders swarmed ashore under the guns of the American 


eruiser St. Paul, the Canadian destroyer Cayuga and the U. S. de- 
stroyer Hank. The swift-striking raiders suffered no casualties. 


The northward thrust along the main road to Seoul, "Heartbreak 


Highway", began Thursday morning. Two U.S. Eighth Army corps 
—the First and Ninth—jumped off in a limited offensive and re- 
captured Suwon and Kumyangjang. 


An A.P. field dispatch said the column was meeting only moder- 


ate resistance. Allied troops forged ahead along a 40-mile front. 


"We have hit fairly good enemy positions, but apparently have 


not yet run into their main line of resistance," a divisional officer 


-s^said. 


United Nations troops fought in 


the pre-dawn darkness today with 
Red patrols that had sneaked 
back into Suwon. Guns flashed in 
the night, but the town was re- 
ported cleared of Reds by day- 
light.

in dug-in hill positions.

and hope for the best. The 


freeze on prices and wages isn't 
a frozen freeze. It's guaranteed to 
melt a bit. 


For example: Wages for some 


people will be allowed to go 
higher, although they -were frozen 
at where they were on Jan. 25. 


And the prices of some foods 


are going to be higher, too. This 
was all understood when the 
Ereeze was put on last night. 


The government acted in a des- 


perate rush to stop the mad dash 
of living costs. Congress and the 
public were yelling for action. 


So the E. S. A.—Economic Stab- 


.lization Agency—didn't have time 
;c work out what was fair for 
every item and every person in 
detail! 
I 


It decided to slap on the freeze 


first and worry about the details 
later, hoping the freeze, incom- 
plete as it is, would put a big 
brake on inflation. 


Now, although living costs may 


still go up a bit, they'll probably 
inch along, where before they 
were galloping over fences with- 
out a bridle. 


Start with wages. Eric Johnston 


is boss of the E. S. A., which 
has two branches—the Office of 
Price Stabilization and the Wage 
Stabilization Board.. 


So Michael V. DiSalle, the price 


boss, and Cyrus S. Ching, chair- 
man of the wage board, are under 
Mr. Johnston. Mr. Ching's board 
has nine members—three repre- 
senting labor, three representing 
business and three representing 
the public. 


A number of workers haven't 


received raises since living costs 
began to go crazy. And they 
couldn't get one under a flat 
freeze. 


So how do you take care of 


workers who might suffer an in- 
justice, with wages frozen, when 
businessmen were making bigger 
profits through boosted prices? 


Work out some kind of formula 


which says something like this: 
"Anyone who didn't have a wage 
increase of so much before prices 
were frozen, is entitled to that 
much." 


But Mr. Ching's board wasn't 


able to work out this formula 
before Mr. Johnston decided there 
couldn't be any further delay in 
freezing prices. Yet the law says 
when prices are frozen, wages 
must be frozen. 


So what to do? Mr. Johnston 


took the ball away from Mr. 


Ching and simply said prices and 
wages were to be frozen as of 
midnight, Jan. 25. 


Later Mr. Ching made it clear 


some wages will still go up, when 
his board has worked out a for- 
mula for raising wages for some 
workers, those who otherwise 
would suffer unfairly under a 
general freeze. 


So when that formula is worked 


out the freeze on wages will melt. 


Now take prices. The law which 


gives the government power to 
freeze prices says the price far- 
mers charge can't be frozen until 
they reach parity. 


Parity is a figure set by the 


government to be sure farmers 
get a decently livable price for 
their products. 


For example: The parity price 


on a product which Farmer Jones 
sells is $1, although he's been 


selling for 90 cents, or 10 cents 
less than parity. 


If he boosts his price 10 cents, 


to that $1 parity price, the pro- 
cessor to whom he sells can charge 
the wholesaler, to whom he sells, 
10 cents more. 


In turn, the wholesaler charges 


the retailer 10 cents more. And 
the retailer, who sells to you, 
passes the increase on to you, 
charging you 10 cents more. 


Some farm products already are 


being sold at prices higher than 
parity. They're not rolled back 
to parity. But now the various 
handlers of that products-proces- 
sor, wholesaler, retailer — can't 
charge more than they were 
charging Jan. 25. 


All this has been only on? ex- 


ample of what can happen to 
prices. Here's another. 


Under the law, businessmen are 


promised a fair margin of profit 
on 'what they make or sell. If 
they're caught in a squeeze by 
last night's freeze order, the gov- 
ernment will have to let them 
charge a little more so they can 
get a fair margin of profit. 


A lot of these adjustments, and 


there will be a lot, may be worked 
out in the next 30 days. Mean- 
while, since Mr. DiSalle's office 
still doesn't have a staff large 
enough to do a real policing job, 
here and there around the coun- 
try chiselers may boost^prices still 
more. 


To make a long story short: 


Last night's freeze was a hurry- 
up job to halt inflation. It will 
be melted in a number of ways 
and places. All you can hope for 
is that there won't be such a big 
thaw that Inflation wills go rock- 
eting up through the soft spots.

in 30 days most retailers and some 
wholesalers will be under new or- 
ders controlling their sales mar- 
gins. 


The freeze order does not ap- 


ply to farm prices of live animals 
and other raw, unprocessed goods 


But certain foods, like beef, 


veal, lamb and pork, come under 
the freeze—that is, the processor, 
the wholesaler and the retailer 
must keep the price as it is, at 
least for the time being. 


On most foods, however, prices 


can be raised, all the way to the 
consumer, whenever necessary to 
reflect a rise in the farmer's price 
Some examples are bread, eggs 
poultry, fresh vegetables, peanuts 
and oranges. 


A number of items are exempt- 


ed specifically from price con- 
trols by the Defense Production 
Act. For example, 
professional 


fees, insurance rates, freight anc 
passenger rates, utility rates, real 
estate prices and the prices of 
newspapers, books magazines, mo- 
tion pictures, theater tickets and 
advertising rates charged by ra- 
dio and television stations. 


Rents are not controlled under 


this order, but many areas of the 
country are still under federal or 
state rent controls.

hiversity of Chicago. Although 


not native in English, he devel- 
oped a literary style that •was 
pungent, sharp and precise. 


His use of words mirrored his 


mind, for he cut through dross 
and shams with the deftness of a 
surgeon and found the heart of 
the problem where it stood out 
uncovered, for better or for worse. 
His integrity was so crystal clear 
that he suffered for being in ad- 
vance of the times. 


BUT IN recent years, he talked 


more than he wrote. Many of us 
found in his mind a storehouse of 
precisely-catalogued data and ex- 
perience and in his wisdom a 
gufde to the target. 


We took his wares, hardly real- 


izing that he could have used 
them to his own advantage. And 
he gave to whoever asked, with- 
out regard to himself. He lived a 
cause, and his cause was anti- 
communism. To put it more con- 
structively, he had discovered the 
soul of America and made it his 
faith. 


It is interesting—and surely of 


more than passing significance — 
that this immigrant should have 
loved America so uncompromis- 
gingly. This was no second home. 
This was no place of refuge. This 
was all to him.

And yet, he had nothing of 


worldly goods, nor did he even 
live comfortably. I am certain that 
is recent years he was not dis- 
turbed by the income tax. Boy- 
cotted and blacklisted by Com- 
munist and fellow-traveler maga- 
zine and publishing house editors, 
he regarded that, too, as part of 
the fight against Stalin. In fact, 
while he was dying, in his last 
hour, he smilingly said: "Yes, I 
did kill Joe Stalin!" 


And so our friends go and we 


weep for them and move on to 
our work. And then each of us 
goes, too, and a new generation 
takes over. Always the satisfac- 
tion must be that nothing really 
dies. We plant our little seeds 
and the trees, which we never 
live to see, grow. We hurl ideas 
into the air and they do take root. 


Mr. Stolberg lived long enough 


to see the day when most Ameri- 
cans are sure that communism is 
not just a political party, but an 
evil out of the apocalypse. He 
heard the hooves of the Four 
Horsemen long, long ago. We can 
all hear them now, for they are 
upon us.

As for the mandated islands, a 


visiting mission of the United 
Nations testified only last fall 
that the populations were so 
pleased with American adminis- 
tration that "they want to live 


forever 
under 
the 
American 


flag". 
The mission reported a new 


freedom for the natives to con- 
duct their own affairs and new 
encouragement of economic ac- 
tivities from which the islanders 
were formally excluded. Ameri- 
can e f f o r t s at education and 
medical care were praised. 


The U. S. has failed to get its 


story across, of how it has work- 
ed behind the scenes in behalf 
of self-determination for the co- 
lonial peoples. 
U. S. business, 


men, rushing into such places as 
Indonesia in an effort to capital- 
ize on anti-British and anti-Dutch 
feeling, trying for economic ex- 
ploitation, have not helped. 


But when it comes to America 


and imperialism such as Asia pro- 
fesses to fear, the answer is 
"Nuts!"

-THE UNITED STATES is hegin- 
•"• ning to ask various govern- 
ments directly whether their at- 
titude of procrastination in the 
United Nations means that, in the 
event of an aggression committed 
against their 
respective 
terri- 


tories, America is. to be released 
from obligation to act promptly 
in branding and punishing such 
aggression. 


To say that the American gov- 


ernment is astonished by the 
strange behavior of various mem- 
ber governments of the U. N. is 
to put it mildly. It is doubtful 
if some of these 
governments 


themselves realize the extent to 
which they are jeopardizing the 
prospect of American protection 
for their interests in the future. 


The United States went into 


Korea and has suffered 
46,000 


casualities in the belief that the 
members of the U. N. who voted 
to resist aggression in North 
Korea were sincere in that vote. 


If they did not mean what they 


said, then, in all candor, a reso- 
lution should be adopted at once 
rescinding and revoking that step 
and announcing to all the world 
that the members of the U. N. do 
not intend to resist any aggres- 
sion in Europe or in Asia. This 
would give the United States a 
free hand. 
The American taxpayer would 


be delivered, moreover, to dis- 
cover that the 200 million dollars, 
for instance, which India wants 
from our government for food 
is something that need not be 
spent, after all, because India's 
prime minister, having allied his 
government with the Moscow 
government, presumably 
could 


receive such aid from the Soviets. 


THE POLICY of the American 


government with 
the Moscow 


government has never been one 
to tie in its financial or economic 
aid with any military alliance, 
but the 46,000 casualties in Korea 
in the face of the willingness of 
India to write off that entire ad- 
venture as an American blunder, 
and not a U. N. action at all, has 
aroused members of Congress. 


It is unlikely that India or any 


other nation will find Uncle Sam 
generous hereafter 
to govern- 


ments that are unwilling to risk 
their troops in support of Ameri- 
can troops. 


The speech of Indian Delegate 


Rau at the U. N. declaring that, 
since a lull in the fighting has 
occurred, there should be more 
and more palavering with the 
Chinese Communists produced a 
sickening impression in Washing- 
ton. It could not have been worse 
if India had openly stated her in- 
tention to become allied with 
Moscow. 


Allied sea power, temporarily 


at least, has upset Communist 
China's strategy in Korea. This, 
more than any intentional sus- 
pension of hostilities on the bat- 
tlefront, accounts for the lull in 
the fighting. 


The Chinese face the prospect 


of an amphibious landing or the 
threat of such a maneuver. And 
they recall a large number of 
North Korean troops were caught 
in a similar trap before. 


As long as Allied warships can 


move freely up and down the 
west coast of Korea and interfere 
with the landings of any supplfes 
from Chinese ports and destroy 
not only port facilities but vital 
roads along the coast, the Chi- 
nese high command must face a 
seribus menace to its rear. 


Our naval power, incidentally, 


is not confined to bombardment 
from cruisers. Plenty of planes 
are flying from decks of aircraft 


carriers. And their bombers are 
inflicting damage to supply lines 
as they operate alongside U. S. 
Air 
Force 
land-based 
planes 


which range the northern area, 
too. The Air Force is doing a 
wonderful job. 


THE AVERAGE American who 


has been gathering defeatist im- 
pressions from the recent head- 
lines about the strategic with- 
drawal of U. N. forces does not 
have a real conception of the ex- 
tent of the damage done by sea 
power and air power in the last 
few weeks. 


The optimism which has been 


emanating from Washington and 
Tokyo in the last few days about 
the improved situation of . our 
forces is based primarily on the 
tremendous losses being inflict- 
ed on the supply lines of the 
enemy. 


In the course of reoccupying 


some of the areas which have 
been abandoned recently by the 
Communists, an opportunity has 
been afforded to make an actual 
count of some of the 
soldier 


dead of the enemy. In one place 
alone 2,200 dead troops were 
accounted for. Hence the belief 
has developed that Red China 
c a n n o t indefinitely stand the 
losses, especially since she has 
her crack field army in Korea. 


The U. N. can win in Korea, 


but the battle now is with the 
faint hearts and the craven in- 
triguers in its own ranks.

routine of Lake Success diplomats that you 


will excuse me if I am wrong, but I hear things 
have taken a new twist here in Korea. 
The 


Chinese Reds are still putting the slug on me, 
but maybe I should not identify them by name 
as I hear the G.I.'s have a note from Sir 
Benegal Rau who has a note from somebody 
in Red China which says the enemy, which 
is* taking a bead on me, means well and every- 
thing will come out right if we just trust him. 
This note was/ not addressed to the G.I.'s, but 
came in a roundabout way through India. And 
I wish the Chinese bullets and mortars wera 
coming that way, too, as it would slow them 
up a lot. 


Sergeant Mooney tells me the note says that

Tinker-to-Evers-to-Chance routine will say ha 
and me are just a couple of American imperi- 
alists but will agree to discuss the point if w« 
pipe down. I would not believe the sarge ex- 
cept that I have been following the routine at 
Lake Success and if it is O.K. there it could 
be O.K. here. 


I thought we were o'perating under the U.N. 


flag over here. If so, we should have the sam« 
rights as the U.N. delegates in a tough spot. 
And I don't see why it wouldn't be all right 
for me to make a speech to my outfit saying 
that I am sure Red China has the best inten- 
tions and suggesting that we G.I.'s vote for a 
recess so we can decide who is shooting at u» 
and, if so, is it wrong? I have a hunch, how- 
ever, that if I proposed to give the Commie* 
48 hours to clarify their intentions while they 
kept blasting the bedaddles out of us, the whole 
U.N. army would show a different spirit from, 
the diplomats and would come through with a 
short if not original one-word reply which 
would be "Nuts!" in the Tony McAuliffe man- 
ner. 


BUT I suppose I got to realize that Lake 


Success and the foxholes of Korea are two dif- 
ferent places and that diplomats can get away 
with things that would get a G.I. 30 years on 
a rock pile on charges of desertion, disobeying 
orders under fire, aiding the enemy and run- 
ning out on a great cause. Believe me I want 
peace just as much as anybody at Lake Suc- 
cess wants it and I am for leaving all doors 
open, but I also think doors should be per- 
pendicular not horizontal and should be opened 
by knobs not by hidden push-buttons. 


What I could use is a little moral support. 


Drop me a line confirming who I am, what or- 
ganization sent me here and whatever becama 
of the original idea of stopping aggressors.

don or asking 48 hours to think It over.

Unjust Unless Wages

Initial labor leader reaction to 


he new wage-price freeze was 
verwhelmingly hostile. 
In Miami Beach, Fla., President 


William Green of the American 
'ederation of Labor said: 
"Prices have been rising steadi- 


y while wages have been pretty 
nuch standing still. Unless we 


accorded the opportunity to 


vork out. inequities, the freeze is 
njust to labor." 
In Chicago, Walter Reuther, 
iead of the C.I.O. United Auto 
Workers, said the freeze "in no 
way affects the escalator clauses 
f our contracts". 
Mr. Reuther promised fuller 
omment after further study of 
he federal order. 


In New York, Michael Quill, 
ice-president of the Congress of 
n d u s t r i a l Organizations and 


president of the New York City 
2.I.O. Council, called the order 
'& shocking blow to American 
wage-earners and consumers". 


He further termed the price- 


reeze "a cowardly retreat on the 
part of an administration reeling 
mder the blows of profit-mac 
Wall Street lobbyists". 


"I am certain," Mr. Quill add-
